Chicken pox making rounds in town

found that chicken pox can actually lead to pneumonia, 
bacterial infections, and even a kind of streptococcal infec¬ 
tion. 

“So it is a disease that we have targeted in Canada and 
elsewhere for prevention by vaccination,” he said. 

“We do encourage parents to vaccinate their children, 
because it’s more than an inconvenient infection. 

“It can cause ear infections, it can cause pneumonia and 
for newborns who are exposed via siblings, or an unvacci¬ 
nated pregnant woman also could become quite sick with 
it, especially towards the end of the pregnancy.” 

He noted that the single most effective preventive meas¬ 
ure is to simply get vaccinated. 

“It's not 100 per cent effective,” he added, “so you will 
still have children that might get infected after exposure, 
but generally the course of their illness is much shorter, so 
it’s still a benefit.” 

One Didsbury mother, who wanted to remain anony¬ 
mous, said her child recently caught the infection, despite 
being vaccinated in kindergarten, and was out of school for 
about a week in early October. 

“Apparently you’re contagious 10 days before spots,” she 
said. “You’re most contagious two days before you get 
spots, and the spots themselves, if they burst, the fluid is 
contagious.” 

She noted that she tried warm baths with oatmeal, with 
little success. The best thing she found for helping her child 


was Benadryl cream. 

The cream really helped him; she said she just rubbed it 
on the spots and it helped the itching a lot. She said it was 
expensive, but it worked well. 

“I also told him he couldn’t go to his hockey if he contin¬ 
ued to scratch, so 1 kind of bribed him a little bit, because 
apparently if you scratch them they just spread more 
because (the sores) open up and spread." 

She did experience some frustration with the illness, 
however, because she didn’t get it as a kid and didn’t have 
any information readily available. 

“When 1 went to the hospital,” she said, “it was four hours 
for them to even tell me that it was chicken pox, and they 
really didn’t have too much information on what to do. 

“They weren’t able to answer my questions very well, so 
I had to do a lot of research on the Internet on how to cope 
with it, because I’ve never dealt with it. 

She said she had to find out everything by word of mouth 
and by going on the Internet and researching herself. 

“If I had to be frustrated with anybody, it would be our 
health system, where I went to the emergency for four 
hours and they still didn’t have any information for me. And 
the information they did give me was (confusing) and l had 
to do my own investigations further.” 

One tip she wants to give parents is not to give children 
Aspirin, because it can be harmful for children who are suf¬ 
fering from a viral illness. 


Chicken pox has been going around town recently, and 
Ross Ford Elementary officials have been working closely 
with the health unit of the Didsbury hospital to make sure 
they are taking the necessary precautions. 

Brent Runnett, the principal of the school, said staff have 
been taking direction from the health unit, which has been 
helpful in providing information about how to keep stu¬ 
dents safe. 

“They’re very good at helping us understand when we 
should be keeping kids in school and when it might be a 
good idea for us to send them home. They’ve been giving us 
that kind of technical support around it.” 

He noted that the health unit wants to hear about chick¬ 
en pox cases so that it can track the numbers. 

“I greatly appreciate the health unit,” he said. “They’ve 
been very helpful. When they found out early that they 
were seeing cases, they were really great about kiting us 
know.” 

He added that school staff also emphasize the impor¬ 
tance of children washing their hands throughout the day. 

Dr. Richard Musto, medical officer of health for the 
Calgary zone, said that in the past, chicken pox was consid¬ 
ered “a benign rite of passage in childhood." 

Now though, Musto said the medical community has

Southridge Crescent upgrades scheduled for next year

Southridge Crescent’s storm water drainage system will 
be undergoing some m^jor changes next year if all goes 
according to plan, say town officials. 

Currently, most of the storm water in Southridge 
Crescent runs over the road until it drains into one of 
three catch basins and runs out to the coulee. 

“The roads are taking a real beating, because the water 
is having to travel overland a little further than would be 
recommended by say, Alberta city standards," said Karen 
Henry, manager of planning and infrastructure for the 
town. 

Plans are underway to renovate the system including 
adding more catch basins in a stretch of the road to aid in 
drainage for decades to come. 

The area has been an item of discussion since 2007 and 
2008, said Henry. 

Henry noted that some issues with the storm water 
drainage system were identified at that point, and the 
approximate costs to fix them came in around a million 
dollars. 


“So some bits of it have been done. Like there was an 
outflow that needed work, so public works has been 
doing some bits here and there," said Henry. 

The town approved a half-million dollar project for this 
year, she added, which wouldn't have completed the 
entire job, though it would have been a good start. 

“We were doing a diagnostic to send a camera down to 
try and find where our worst trouble spot is and do a com¬ 
plete redo of that," she said. 

After some effort just getting the cameras past encrus¬ 
tation in the pipes in April this year, she said ISL engi¬ 
neers got their assessment done and identified the most 
critical parts to be approximately 100 metres running 
southeast from 100 Southridge Place. 

By the time the inspection had been completed, it was 
already mid summer, which, Henry said, was a bad time 
to get competitive bids on construction projects. 

Once the assessment was completed, ISL Engineering, 
which does most of the consulting and engineering serv¬ 
ices for the town, came up with four different options for 
the work to be done. The first alternative, according to 
Henry, is to trench and replace only the sewer line, which 
is estimated at $190,000. 


The second is to replace the water line, sewer line, and 
road, but not the gutters, for a cost of about $407,880. The 
third option is the second option with gutter replacement 
included, costing about $4f>2,120. 

The last and most expensive option is the third alterna¬ 
tive, with the addition of extending the underground 
storm lines, at an estimated cost of $519,810. 

Henry got approval from council to hold off on the 
work until early next year, in order to get competitive 
bids from companies. 

The funding that was set aside in the budget for the 
project this year will also be carried over to next year, 
minus the funds that were transferred to the 23rd Street 
resurfacing. “We’ll get out to tender next January or 
February" she said, “when we find we get the best 
response front the market, award a contract, and give a 
successful contractor enough time to plan and get their 
best people on the job. That’s the idea.” 

Henry said the town may get better prices in February. 

But another reason for holding off on the project is that 
she can also look at the project costs alongside the budg¬ 
et and make a good decision based around the informa¬ 
tion available at that time.

Mitch Thompson, presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Funeral 
Service Association, to 
make a presentation to the 
Committee of the Whole on 
Tuesday, Oct. 9. 

Thompson talked on 
both perpetual care and 
memorial tree planning, 
informing the committee 
on some of the more suc¬ 
cessful practices that have 
been picked up by other 
municipalities in the area. 

Perpetual care, said 
Thompson, is a fund that is 
developed arid put into 
place to ensure cemeteries 
are sustainable for the long 
term. 

Basically, ho explained it 
is an extra fee added to 
plots during purchase to 
ensure that funds will be 
available for long-term 
maintenance. 

The fees collected get put 
into endowment funds, he 
added. “Endowment funds 
ensure there is fiscal 
capacity to upkeep these 
things long into future.” 

Carstairs and Airdrie 
both have a perpetual care 
structure already for their 
municipally owned ceme¬ 
teries, he noted, but in their 
case, they call it a ‘mainte¬ 
nance fee’. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
that the presentation was 
very informative, and 
helped to clarify exactly 
how perpetual cart* works. 

“People are looking after 
(burial plots) for years and 
years,” said Wittal. “Once 
you’re buried there, you’re 
there forever, and there are 
costs associated with that, 
so should we be doing 
something about that? Yes 
we probably should be.”

Elks Canada celebrates 100

The Canadian Order of 
Elks is celebrating its 100th 
anniversary this year, and 
the Didsbury lodge is put¬ 
ting on a free spaghetti din¬ 
ner on Nov. 3 at the Elks 
Hall to showcase some of 
the successes the interna¬ 
tional service club has seen 
through the years. 

Bill Ward, secretary for 
the Didsbury lodge, said 
the club has been doing 
some incredible things this 
year to celebrate the cen¬ 
tennial year. 

“We’ve run a number of 
different things this year, 
different projects,” said 
Ward. 

“One of our big projects 
this year, nationally, is that 
we partnered with Habitat 
for Humanity and built a 


house in Three Hills in 
under 100 hours.” 

This event pulled in Elks 
members from across 
Alberta, he said, as well as 
a handful from outside the 
province. 

“We already had the 
foundation and stuff in 
place, blit in 86 hours it 
was ready,” he added. 

“We kind of all came 
together to work on the 
project and we called it the 
100th Anniversary Build. 
We also put up $100,000 to 
actually pay for the build¬ 
ing as well." 

Elks Canada has also 
recently partnered with 
successful Canadian busi¬ 
nessman Joe Roberts to 
raise awareness for chil¬ 
dren at risk, said 
Ward. 

Roberts, a recovered 
addict who picked himself 


up and changed for the bet¬ 
ter, plans to push a shop¬ 
ping cart from 
Newfoundland to 

Vancouver, and visit lodges 
along the way. 

He started his trial run on 
Canada Day in Calgary and 
pushed a shopping cart to 
Vancouver as a trial run, 
said Wiird. He is now plan¬ 
ning to start the first of 
May 2013 in 

Newfoundland, and it will 
take him 14 months to 
push the cart across 
Canada to Vancouver. 

The Didsbury Lodge, 
which has been around for 
45 years this year, also 
plays a large role in the 
community, noted Ward, as 
trade shows and private 
functions are held in the 
Elks Hall, which was origi¬ 
nally a theatre and opera 
house.

Peter Winsor, lecturing 
knight (3rd vice-president) 
of the Didsbury Lodge, 
who also chain'd the 
parade committee this 
year, said that although the 
Elks do a lot of good in the 
community, they may not 
always seek publicity. 

One of the reasons for 
this, Winsor said, is the 
nature of their work. 

Ward mentioned that one 
year, the lodge bought a 
special hike for a child who 
was suffering from 
seizures and muscle weak¬ 
ness. 

“The prognosis wasn’t 
good,” said Ward, “because 
the child was getting pro¬ 
gressively weaker. 

“We went out and found 
a special hike, through her 
doctors, and it was actually 
built like a trike, but it was 
expandable. 

“So as she got older, it 
could be expanded, and it 
had controls on the rear of 
it, so her mom or another 
person could take her out 
for a walk, control the 
speed of the bike and steer¬ 
ing from behind, as well as 
her being able to do it from 
the front " 

Initially, said Ward, she 
was so weak that she 
couldn’t steer nor pedal, 
but the pedals could strap 
her feet in so that she got 
the exercise. 

“We took the tricycle 
over to this little girl,” he 
added, “...put it together, 
set it up, and her brother 
took her up and down the 
street with it while we 
were standing there.

“I’m watching (wo grand¬ 
mothers and a grandfather 
with tears running down 
their faces. 

“That kind of good feeling 
you can’t buy, and you don’t 
want anybody to pat you on 
the back or anything else. 
It’s the feeling you get inside 
from making somebody’s 
life better, or making the 
community better.” 

He said the last time they 
checkin! in with the family, 
the child was doing 
“extremely well,” and her 
prognosis has changed from 
two to three years of life to 
indefinite. 

Winsor added “Because at 
the end of the day, you’ve 
put a smile on someone’s 
face, and that’s really what 
it’s about.” 

The Elks have also been 
running a toy program for 
the hospital for a number of 
years now, said Ward. 


“We’ve continued for 
many years," he said. “As 
long as I’ve been with the 
lodge, we’ve supplied toys 
for kids. So if a youngster 
comes into the hospital, 
there’s a toy bin. They can 
choose a toy, and when they 
leave they take it home." 

“Every year," he said, “the 
Elks strike a budget of $4(X) 
to $500 and one of the mem- 
!>ers goes out and he and his 
wife check what they’ve 
got down there and they fill 
the supply back up with 
toys.” 

Cipperly’s Pond, which is 
near the airport between 
Didsbury and Olds, is also 
maintained by the Elks, 
who have taken what list'd 
to be a simple stocked 
fishing pond, and turned it 
into a full-service camp¬ 
ground with power and 
showers. 

“Over the last couple 
years,” said Winsor, “it’s 
gone through a dramatic 
change from what it was

previously,” said Winsor. 

“We’ve had some really ded¬ 
icated people out there. 

Before, it was, ‘Do what you 
can when you can,’ and we 
had a lady this year dedicate 
her entire summer to it. 

“People wouldn’t recog¬ 
nize it if they went out there 
a couple years ago to now. 

Now it’s a full-fledged 
campground that you can 
go out to and ei\joy. You can 
fish there, you can camp 
there. There’s fin's, decent 
showers; we just renovated 
them with tiles. It’s a mally 
nice facility now.”
